Those who live 
in the city, no matter whether their 
salary is *10, $20, *.">0 or more dollars 
per week, usually spend every dollar 
before the end of the year, and usual 
ly aafaataa it is earned. But the 
same people transferred to the farm 
are enabled to aave a portion of their 
income or wages. It Is for this eco- 
nomical reason as well aa for many 
uther reasons why the farm is a good 
place to locate a home. Children 
brought upon the farm are more apt 
to be economical than thi se brought 
up in the city. It costs twice as much 
tu cluthe a man ur woman in the city 
as it dues in tiM country.— Gfisrles A.

Wheat Versus Tobacco. 
An exchange thinks there is more 
iiMiiey for the farmer, in wdieat at $1 
per bushel than in tubuccu at $2U0 per 
acre, conaidering the labor and drain 
on the land and the difference In the 
two cropa. Wheat It Is pointed cut la 
easily and quickly put in the gronnd, 
and then there is no more labor or 
trouble witli the crop until the harv- 
est und threshing season, which, with 
modern methods isali^'hland com- 
paratively cheap job. In contract is 
the months of hard labor and drudtre 
ry and exposure tu all sorts uf wealh 
er and heavy outlay for help and hand 
hire, and the quick exhaustion of tbe 
soil In the production of tobacco. Af 
ter summing up the expenses and re 
ceiptsof a lieavy yielding tubaccocrop 
the profit is placed at not more than 
$3 per acre. That's about the correct 
tigure, and when vou reatl of such big 
money being maile in ^.'lowing tobacco 
just set it down as Coining; fr(>in sour 
ces not posted as to the cost in muii- 
ey, soil, labf>r and back grease of a to- 
bacco crup. 

Libel on Corn Bread. 

Col Phil Thompson, thf former 
Kentucky t'ongre.ssman who for some 
years baa made bis bome^in New York 
has been entertaining for more than 
a week a few of his old cronies from 
the State of Blue Grass. After look- 
ing the whole thing over thoroughly, 
and seeing about all there was to be 
seeir, oneof these, wlio is well known 
throughout the whole commonwealth 
sized up his observations last ni^'ht in 
this sort of way: "Nu wonder these 
benighted '^'anki es liave indi^'est ion. 
They don't know wh it to eal. Tliev 
haven't any genuine liut bi.scuit. New 
Yxrk corn bread is a libel on the real 
thing. Real com bread Is made of 
unbulted— that Is, coarse ground meal 
almost as coarse as bran and aa white 
as llour,mixed with water and a pinch 
of salt and baked in a pone. Some 
enterprising lunch stand maa will 
make a fortune some d:iv by making 
genuine corn oread and ofTering it for 
sale. All the Southerners in town 
will patronize him.''- New Vurk Let- 
ter in Cincinnati Enquirer. 

The Small Town is Best. 

It is our belief that in America we 
have too many cities which are toii 
large and a count rv*which is too mea- 
1,'erly populated. We prophesy a com 
ing disintegration uf ma.s.sed pupula- 
tions, and their distrlbation in a more 
desirable fashion. 

The small town Is next to the coun- 
try. It Is a better environment for 
the young man than la the great me- 
tropolis toward which so many torn 
their eyes. Trolley ears, rural deliv- 
eries, t rade catalo^^ues and mailorder 
periodicals have done ve.y much to 
cliaiig(i the isol.it ion which formerly 
wont with the life in the country, li 
is improving and with it improves the 
condition of life in the small town 
Heretofore our young men have left 
tbe country for tbe city. Some of 
them were obliged to go there to sue 
ceed in their chosen line of work. For 
the young man who has a business 
career in view there is po.ssibly as 
good success in a small city as he may 
hope for in a groat one. If he has not 
much money capital, has personality, 
hia character will asore readily atone 
forthatinaamall town. This ises- 
psclally true of tbe profeaaional man. 
Indeed, any man of intelligence may 
hope for greater preferment in the 
small centers of population than in 
the large. As to social life and the 
general decency aud comfort uf pas.s- 
ing through this vale of tears as c(m- 
ditiims exist even today— and they 
will be far better ten years from now, 
a self reapeeting family has ten times 
better chance in a. town of ten or fifty 
thousand Inhahitants almost any 
where In America than it can by any 
Do^ibilitv hope Co have in a city of 
the first class The small town is a 
better environment in many ways. 
Not tlie least uf its desirable qualities 
is tbe fact that it is closer to the out 
of dours. The man whu has a cottage 
uf his own, with a hur.se and bu^gy 
und shotgun in some place uf a few 
thousand inhabitants, is better off as 
a man and a citizen than one who is 
receiving a ^,000 salary in any b'g 
city. ,
